Domestic Price OF Wheat 


Farm organizations in western Canada 
ere strongly of the opinion that the domestic 
price of wheat should not be kept on the 
same Jevel as prices for wheat under the 
international Wheat Agreement, as is the 
cage at the present time. 

These organizations are of the opinion 
that the domestic price should have some 
relationship to the general price level in 
Canada. ; 

Canadian people earn about twice as 
much as do the British people. It seems 
reasonable, therefore, that they should pay 
more money for their wheat than do the 
impoverished British. 


Results With Liquid 


Fertilizers 


Liauid fertilizers designed for application 
to the seed have been on the market in 
western Canada in recent years. An experi- 
ment was conducted at the Experimental . 
Sub-Station at Regina in 1951 comparing 
the liquid fertilized seed treatment with the 
commonly used ammonium phosphate fer- 
tlizer, 11-48-0, Also included in this test was 
a dust type of fertilizer designed for applica- 
tion to the seed. 

The 11-48-0 was drilled into the soil with 
the seed at the rate of 35 pounds of fertilizer 
per acre. One set of plots received both the 
liquid seed treatment and the ammonium 
phospate fertilizer, and one set of plots re- 
ceived no fertilizer. These treatments were 
repeated six times on randomized plots of 
wheat, oats, barley, and flax, says Superin- 
tendent J. Roe Foster. 

- With wheat, the liquid fertilizer gave an 
average increase of 0.7 bushels per acre. The 
dust treatment increased yields by 1.0 
bushels per acre. The ammonium phosphate 
increased yields by 3.4 bushels, and a com- 
biriation of the liquid fertilizer and the am- 
on phosphate increased yields by. 4.4 

ushels per acre. The small increases asso--

ciated with the liquid fertilizer are within ' 


the expected experimental error and could 
be chance increases. 

Similarly with oats and barley the’ fer- 
tilizers applied as a seed treatment gave 
only small increases in yield compared with 
ammonium phosphate. Flax yields were, 
not increased by any of the treatments: in 
this test. 

Ammonium phosphate fertilizer applied 
at from 35 to 45 pounds per acre has given 
profitable increases in yields when sown on 
summerfallowed land at Regina. The use 
of this fertilizer on stubble Jand has not in- 
creased yields, and it is therefore not 
recommended for stubble crops. 

Ligu‘d fertilizers are not recommended 

. for seed treatment on either summerfallow 
or stubble. 


British Farm Production 


British farmers are now producing 50% 
more food than they did in 1938. The 
yields of wheat and many other crons are 
more than double those of North America. 
In fact they are greater than in any other 
nation in the world except Denmark. 

About 7% of Britain’s working popula- 
tion is employed in agriculture and 92% in 
industry, yet that 7% is producing enough 
food to supply the British with 50% of their 
requirements, 

At the same time British farmers with 
only 30,000,000 acres cannot feed 50,000,000 
people. 

They are doing their best, however, 

sound farm practices and efficient 
methods to insure high production. British 
farms are highly mechanized, with 12 trac- 
tors to each 1,000 acres of farm land.

British Turn To Kuwait 


The small sheikdom of Kuwait, located 
on the northern end of the Persian Gulf, 
is rapidly becoming the main source of 
Great Britain's oil in the Middle East. This 
small corner of the Arabian desert—about 
the size of Prince Edward Island — is ex- 
pected to average a daily production rate 
of 800,000 barrels of oil this year. ; 

If this production goal is achieved, it 
will represent at least a seventy per cent 
gain over last year’s production. Opera- 
tions in this small sheikdom went into high 
gear in 1951 when Iran seized vast British 
oi] properties in that country. 

The flow of oil from Kuwait has pro- 
duced a tremendous income for Sheik 
Abdullah al Salem al Sabah, who is now 
one of the world’s richest men.y His in- 


- come, from fifty per cent of the net profits, 


is expected to reach almost $200,000,000 
this year. 

With this money, Sheik Abdullah is 
spending millions on schools, hospitals, 
utilities and other improvements for his 
150,000 subjects. It is likely that these 
150,000 inhabitants will soon possess a 
standard of living which would not have 
been possible in. a hundred years without 
the sudden need for oil among Western 
democracies. 


Lions Don’t Know the 


Difference 


(From the Calgary Albertan) 


There's no denying that Christendom has its 
back to the wall. It is losing ground. Its*influence 
is waning. 

Protestants and Catholics, without surrender- 
ing their identity. or compromising their distinc- 
tiveness, should remember at this time of crisis 
that both are Christian, and that compared with 
what they have in common their points of differ- 
ence are as nothing. They should join hands in 
mutual defence against the onslaught of material- 
ism, cynicism and despair, and in proclaiming the 
Christian way. 

Instead, we find Cardinal Segura of Spain lead- 
ing a crusade against a tiny band of Protestants 
as if they were the very devil himself, 

The Spanish government keeps Pdkeltent 
chapels closed, refuses’to permit the building of 
new chapels, forbids Protestant worship in private 
homes. 
tants being stoned by the mobs. 

A’ slackening in that campaign of persecution 
“was noticed when King George VI. died recently. 
Apparently many Spanish people expressed regret 
at the passing of this monarch who was also head 
of a great Protestant church. And the Spanish 
government, anxious to come to terms with the 
United States, was said to be considering slight 
relaxation of the prohibitions against Protestan- 
tism. 

It was then that the cardinal cracked the whip. 
It was “heresy,” he said, to extend “benevolence” 
to that little band of people. He warned that any 
such move would not be tolerated. 

Protestantism, too, has its bigots, but we doubt 
that there are any extremists like Cardinal Segura 
in such high places, Tolerance toward dissenting 
faiths is an essential tenet. of many Protestant 
denominations. 

In contrast to the stand taken by Cardinal 
Segura should be placed that of another cardinal, 
Mindzenty of Hungary. In that sad land Protes- 
tants and Catholics stood shoulder to shoulder, 
were thrown into the same dungeons, tarred with 
the same lies, tortured with the same instruments 
that only a fiendish mind could devise. Cardinal 
Mindzenty wasn’t concerned with “benevolence” or 
lack of it toward Protestantism. He had a greater 
battle on his hands. He was the symbol of truth 
and justice and Christian charity, to Catholic and 
Protestant alike, and the mental crucifixion he 
endured was an inspiration to Christians around 
the world. 

And so in China. Catholic and Protestant 
missionaries were not afflicted with intolerance 
toward each other. How could they be when they 
were deported equally, maligned together, im- 
prisoned alike, and executed side by side? 


Must it be that: true brotherhood in Christ can. 


only be imposed from without, can only be found 
jin the face of common persecution? Must Chris- 
lians be thrown to the lions to appreciate their 
common identity? Lions, they say, can't tell a 
Catholic from a Protestant.

The dread foot and mouth dis- 
éase has at last struck in Canada 
for the first time in her history. 


Canada indeed is almost the only 
country in the world that has not 


previously suffered from _ this 
trouble. 
Canada, however, — fortunately 


possesses a highly efficient group 
of animal scientists, associated 
with dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments and our ‘universities, 
who have followed intently the 
course of outbreaks in other 
countries and who know just what 
to do. r 

As soon as the disease was diag- 
nosed our scientists went into 
action, quarantined the area and 
proceeded to deal with it in a most 
efficient way. The result un- 
questionably will be that the out-: 
break will bé stamped out and 


‘prevented from spreading to other 


areas, Naturally for a time our 
prairie livestock industry will be 
seriously harmed. The losses, 
however. will be considerably re- 
duced by the efficiency of our 
scientists in animal health-in pre- 
venting the spreading of the 
disease. It is to be hoped that

Defence of Alberta 
To Be Augmented By 
Ground Observers 


The Alberta Provincial Civil 
Defence is prepared to co-operate 
fully with the Ground Observer 
Corps when it begins operations, 
Air Vice Marshal G. R. Howsam, 
provincial ¢o-ordinator, announc- 
ed following a series of discus- 
sions with the officers of the 
Corps. 

A branch of the 
Command of the 


Air Defence 
RCAF, the 
Ground Observer Corns is in the 
process of erganizing here in the 
province. It is often referred to 
as the “eyes and ears of the Air 
Force” and played an important 
role in Great Britain in the last 
war. The purpose of the corps 
is to supplement the radar warn- 
ing system of the RCAF and 
thousands of volunteers through- 
out all parts of the province are 
soon to be recruited. 

Flying Officer F. 
RCAF, veteran of the last war. 
has been appointed commanding 
officer of the Alberta Detachment 
of the GOC. He is presently occu- 
pying temporary offices at the 
RCAF Tactical Air Group Head- 
quarters, Edmonton. Two filter 
centres, one at Calgary and other 
at Edmonton, have been slated. 

The operations of the corps are 
simple. Civilian volunteer “spot- 
ters’’ stationed about the country 
will report everything mechanical 
in the skies to a filter centre. 
While the primary duty of the 
“spotters” is to report hostile air- 
craft, they will also report every- 
thing of value, such as aircraft in 
difficulties. At the filter centres 
all incoming reports will be plot- 
ted on special table maps and the 
information . passed on to the 
RCAF. 

“While the Ground Observers 
Corps will be under the complete 
control of the RCAF, we will ¢o- 
operate fully. It is hoped that all 
members of Civil Defence Organ- 
izations will give every assistance 
to the observer corns,” Air‘ Vice 
Marshal Howsam stated.

Teachers To Strike 
If Salary Demands 
Not Met 


The Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion at the annual general meet- 
ing held in Calgary last week en- 
dorsed strike action on part of 
member locals by setting up 4 
special fund out of which pay- 
ments will be made to strikers. 
The delegates passed with only 
two dissenting votes a resolution 
to set up a “special emergency” 
fund to provide striking teachers 
up to 75. per cent of salaries. 

Eric C. Ansley stated that ap- 
proximately 377,000 could be 
made available immediately for 
the fund and that the fund would 
be supplemented by contributions 
of $1 a week per teachers during 
the strike and for as long after 
as deemed. necessary. This pro- 
vision was made in one section of 
the resolution. 


Earlier in. the convention’ Hon. | 


Ivan Casey, minister of education, 
stated that before teachers con- 
sider strike action they will ;have 
to decide whether they! wish to 
retain professional status or 
whether they should be defined as 
a trade union. He stated that the 
time is approaching when the de- 
cision will have to be made as 
they cannot continue to enjoy the 
privileges of a profession, 
employ trade union methods. 

He warned that if teacher’dis 
putes cannot be settled amicably 
the alternative would be the set- 
ting up of a provincial board ex- 
clusive of teachers and trustees, 
whose decisions would be binding. 


A resolution seeking a minimum * 


basic salary of $2000 was passed 
unanimously. Other resolutions 
requesting more tBacher partici 
pation in curriculum planning and 
improved teacher qualifications 
and status were also passed. Steps 
were taken to revise the teachers’ 
retirement fund along more solid 
long-term lines, a_ stipulation 
found essential before the provin- 
cial government would consider 
further increases to the fund. 
During the closing session Wed- 
nesday Miss Marian. Gimby. of 
Edmonton was re-elected presi- 
dent of the association by acclam- 
ation. Lars Olson, Holden, also 
received an acclamation ds vice- 
president. Of the eight district 
representatives, four were elected 


by acclamation and four by 
ballot.

Poohkay, Hairy Hill; Kenneth 


Sparks, Sedgewick; W. Roy Eyres, 
Arrowwood and Edwin McKenzie. 
Medicine Hat. 

Elected by ballot were W. D. 
McGrath, Dixonville; Frank De- 
wards, Edmonton; D. A. Prescott, 
Red Deer and Robert 
Diamond City.
